O R D E R

Kentucky-American Water Company (“Kentucky-American”) has moved for leave 

to respond to the written comments of the Attorney General (“AG”).  The AG has moved 

for leave to file a reply to Kentucky-American’s response. Having considered the 

motions, the Commission finds that they should be granted and that Kentucky-American 

should be permitted to file a response to the AG’s comments on or before August 31, 

2001 and that the AG file his reply no later than September 10, 2001.  The Commission 

further finds that, pending completion of this proceeding, Kentucky-American should be 

authorized to provide water service to the Harrison County Water Association 

(“HCWA”).

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The motions of Kentucky-American and the AG are granted.

2. Kentucky-American shall have until and including August 31, 2001 to 

submit a response to the AG’s written comments.

3. The AG shall have until and including September 10, 2001 to submit a 

reply to Kentucky-American’s response.



4. Pending a final decision in this matter, Kentucky-American is authorized to 

provide water service to HCWA.
